386 - H - 160 and (1 ) U . S .AID Loan No. 388 - H - 176 / 386 -H184. 
No. 185 -ITO (PN ) / 69 . — The erstwhile Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 
187 - ITC ( PN ) / 88 , dated the 4th September , 1988 announced the policy regarding 
revalidation of import licences, issued under U . S .AID Loan No. 386 - H - 160 subject 
to the terms and conditions of the erstwhile Ministry of Commerce Public Notice 
No . 116 - ITC (PN ) /66, dated the 11th August, 1966 , as amended from time to time. 


2. The Ministry of Foreign Trade and Supply Public Notice No. 54- ITC ( PN ) / 
69, dated the 11th April, 1969, announces the policy regarding revalidation of 
Import licences , issued under U . S . AID Loan 386 - H - 176 / 386 - H - 184 subject to the 
terms and conditions of Public Notice No. 119 -ITC ( PN ) / 68 , dated the 25th June, 
1968 as amended from time to time, 


3. Licences belonging to the former category , where authorisation letters for 
opening Letters of Credit granted by the Ministry of Finance were exclusively 
under Loan No . 184 , were permitted revalidation upto fifteen months from the 
date of issue of the licence or 31st October , 1969, whichever was earlier , 


4 . Licences belonging to the latter category , where authorisation letters for 
opening letters of credit granted by the Ministry of Finance were either partly 
or exclusively under Loan No. 184 , were permitted revalidation upto 31st Onto 
ber , 1969. 
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5 . On a review of the position , it has been decided that such licences as were 
revalidated upto 31st October , 1989 , in pursuance of the above provisions may be 
further revalidated automatically upon request upto 31st January, 1970 , with the 
usual grace period of one month for effecting shipments . Payments to U . S . 
suppliers should , be finalised within thirty days of effecting shipments, Licences 
revalidated upto 31st October , 1969 , against which authorisation letters for opening 
Letters of Credit have not been obtained , will not, however , be revalidated 
further . 


6 . Importers holding licences valid upto 31st October, 1969 and financed under 
Loan No. 184 as explained above, and seeking revalidation , should apply to the 
licensing authority concerned for extension in the validity period of the licences 
upto 31st January , 1970 . Requests for revalidation beyond the said date will not 
be entertained . 


7. Importers should also apply to the Ministry of Finance for corresponding 
extensions in the relative letter -of- credit-authorisalions, with a letter where 
necessary , from the bank which furnished the relative guarantee, extending the 
basic validity of the guarantee upto 30th April, 1970 .
